tionary as to bring about the most In- 
jurious conditions in the general busi- 
ness of the country

depositors or forty-four insol- 


vent banks, having ? combined capital 
of $9.1-2.000. nominal asset* |24,153,- 
212, and with cash dividends paid de- 
positors of $7,996.983. or 71 61 per ceot. 
situated in U»e middle states of Ohio, 
Indiana. Illinois. Michigan. Wisconsin 
Minnesota. Iowa and Missouri, would 
have lost, by preference of the note- 
holders with 100 per cent issue. 39 70 
per cent more than under the present 
system, or 55,44 per cent of their div- 
idends, with an 80 per cent note is-

The 
icecial receiver is connected with an 
ordinary Morse sounder, and is op- 
erated from the'distaut sending station 
without any other conductor than the 
atmosphere. It is interesting to note 
that the report mentions that the mes- 
sage is written out with an old paper 
tape and pencil receiver, although this 
device has been practically discarded 
in telegraph offices in this country for 
many years. The seeding station of 
M. Ducreiet's office is equipped with a 
mast 65 feet high above the roof of i 
his laboratory. This is said to be neces-! 
sary to start the current above the in- 
terference of surrounding- buildings, 
as the electric waves will pass through 
an ordinary wall, but are deflected by 
iron constructions. M, Ducretel says 
the British government has been ex- 
perimenting with a practically iden- 
tical apparatus for the transmission of 
naval signals, and has sent messages, 
between Bornemouth and tlie Isle of j 
Wight (distance'not'given). He says 
that while his experiments do not in- 
dicate that the Hertz telegraphy will

He 
thinks that those unable to teach in 
any other tongue than English can 
do" the work by object lessons. Ameri- 
can women for teaching, he says, can 
be obtained at $50 a month in gold, and 
are well worth it.

It will be seen by this that 
the bounty alone will be a pretty good 
income on the investment at Bay City. 
It is probable that three factories will
